UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. 


(ft)—jRussia 
appealed to the 


U. S. today to drop its demand 
for an impartial investigation 
of Communist charges that 
American troops waged germ 
warfare in Korea. 


Soviet Delegate Valerian Zorin 


told the U.N.'s 60-nation political 
committee there was "no need for 
the committee to consider the de- 
tails" of the charges now. He 
urged, instead, that the U.S. rati- 
fy the Geneva Convention against 
bacteriological warfare and indi- 
cated that such action would close 
the incident so far as Russia is 
concerned. 


Expressed "Surpridfl" 


Zorin expressed "surprise tinged 


with regret" that the U.S. had re- 
acted so vigorously against the 
charges, 
briefly 
reviewed 
Red 


"evidence" in one of the shortest 
speeches the Soviet Union has ever 


issue and then called for an end 
to committee discussion of the sub- 
ject. 


Zorin added, however, that "a 


negative 
answer or -an 
evasive 


one" from the U.S. "will not satis- 
fy us." 


"If the U.S. presses its propos- 


al," Zorin said, "the Soviet Union 
cannot agree" to such an impartial 
investigation since the U.S. has 
opposed the presence here of Com- 
munist Chinese and North Korean 
authorities to present their side of 
the case. 


"Best Proof" 


Zorin said agrement by the U.S. 


to ratify the Geneva agreement 
"would constitute the best proof of 
its intentions to ban bacteriologi- 
cal warfare and its intention not 
to use it in the future." Russia is 
one of the 42 countries which have 
ratified the agreement. 


The U.S. has said previously that 


it has no intention of ratifying the 
convention because it is not en- 
forcible. 


Zorin indicated the Soviet Union 


was not in any way withdrawing 
the charges, but would not press 
them if the U.S. would agree to 
Soviet terms. 


The Soviet delegate spoke short- 


ly after representatives of Greece 
and Peru called on the Communist 
world to withdraw the chaVges to 
prove the sincerity of recent Red 
"peace maneuvers."

Reds Pose as ^Ministers 
Of Gospel^ G-Man Claims 


WASHINGTON (.?) - Herbert A. Philbnck, a foimer counter spy for 


the FBI, testified today that a. few years ago a, deeply underground 
Communist group in Boston included seven or eight party members 
"posing as ministers of the gospel." 


The 36-year-old witness testified 


at a heaimg of the senate internal 
security subcommittee. He said he 
had been shocked to discover that 
"cultural leaders" of the Boston 
area belonged to the secret Red 
organization. 


Not only did it include seven or 


eight ministers. Philbnck said, but

Eisenhower told the meeting that 


if a Korean armistice is arranged, 
there will be possibly an even 
greater need for such programs as 
the USD in Korea.

Benson Claims Democrat!

DENVER — 10 — Secretary of 


Agriculture Benson today accused 
political foes of making a "de- 
liberate attempt" to unload re- 
sponsibility for a farm price de- 
cline onto the Eisenhower admin- 
istration. 


"Fear of another depression, 


which smolders in the thinking of 
every farmer who experienced that 
ratastrophe, was awakened, and, 
I regret to say. deliberately fed 
by some who sought to embar- 
rass the administration," he said. 


The truth of the matter, the 


GOP farm chief said, is this: "The 
chickens are 
coming home to 


i-oost. They are not our chickens, 
but we've got to take care of 
them. We inherited them along 
with other items in our legacy." 


Benson, in a speech prepared i 


for 
the 
National F a r m 
and 


Ranch Congress of the Denver 
chamber of commerce, said he 
had earlier resolved not'to reply 
to false charges. 


Benson listed these items as 


being among the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration's "inheritance": 


(1) A dollar fallen 50 per cent 


in value in 10 years; (2) a na- 
tional debt of 265 billion dollars: 
(3) a 16 per cent decline in farm 
prices in the previous two years: 
(1) high, rigid farm production 
costs which those who "planned 
the inflation left us"; (5) price 
supports that arc putting farm 
products "into storage rather than 
in the stomachs" and are "up 
setting foreign trade" and "draw- 
ins: foreign products to us like a 
magnet."

cording to Newsom. will raise ru- 
ral truck fi eight lates. 


The bigger pioblem slated for 


action in 195* was described by 
the farm leader as the develop- 
ment by congress of a long-range, 
comprehensive agricultural policy 
for solving the farm price problem. 
He called the present 
program, 


which expires at the end of 1954, 
"an inadequate, short-sighted and 
unsound approach that is based on 
depression-born philosophies which 
are now outmoded and antiquated. 


He said development of such * 


program, which should be based 
on expanded outlet and other self- 
help mechanisms to assure farm- 
ers fair prices, will receive grass- 
roots attention fiom Grange mem- 
bers from coast to coast during the 
next several months, and will ha 
spelled out in detail at the S7th 
annual meeting of the Grange next 
November.

Stock Losses 


URBANA — "No trespassing" 


signs help people off your farm, 
but they're no good against live- 
stock disease germs. That's where 
good held management and sanita- 
tion are effective. 


If you're living to cut down di- 


sease losses, be careful where you 
buy livestock to add to your herd, 
suggests the University of Illinois 
College 
of Veterinary Medicine. 


Careless buying is probably the 
biggest cause of disease outbreaks. 


Be especially suspicious of bar- 


gain livestock. 
In one case, a 


farmer bought 50 pigs to add to 
his herd. In a few days 20 of them 
died of swine dysentery, and soon 
the disease had spiead to his home- 
raised feeder pigs. 


Other \\a\s to help pi event di- 


sease are: Keep visitois away fiom 
your farm herd or flock: divert 
drainage from ncaiby farms away 
from your barnyard and pastures; 
keep your livestock well separated 
from neighboring livestock: rotate 
ranges, lots and pastures; and 
quarantine new stock for at least 
30 days. 


Another thing—have your live- 


stock vaccinated regularly as In- 
surance against disease. 
Theie 


aren't vaccines for all of the com- 
mon livestock disease^, but using 
the ones that arc available will 
greatly reduce the chances of di- 
sease losses.

Silly Entertainment Taboos Destroy 


Storyteller's Art 


Some weeks ago a picket line took up duty out in fron 


of a Broadway playhouse. Nobody had been beating thi 
stagehands. 
This was the chambermaids' union, complain 


ing that their sorority was put in a bad light by the antics 
of a chambermaid (1907 model) in a current play. 


This points up a trend in American life that seems 


headed toward ridiculous ends. In the world of the movies 
the theatre, television and radio, the list of taboos is a mile 
long and growing all. the time. 


Hundreds of sensitive groups of all kinds have made it 


utterly plain to the writers and actors and producers of today 
that they want nothing portrayed which will show them in 
the slightest unfavorable aspect. 


If you depict a waiter as surly, or maybe needing a hair- 


cut, you'll hear from the waiters' union. You might even 
hear from the barbers, on the ground this suggests they've 
been derelict in their duty. 


If you show an Irish cop losing his temper, the Irish 


collectively will lose their tempers. 


If a movie shows a kid on a paper route throwing some 


body's morning paper into the bushes instead of onto the 
porch, you may hear from the Committee to Defend Young 
Boys Working Their Way Through School. 


About the only groups that, so far as we know, have nol 


put Hollywood and New York on notice are gangsters anc 
cowboys. There was one gripe from an Illinois convict who 
said a picture based on his life presented him in a poor light 
The cowboys probably figure that, all the shooting notwith- 
standing, those westerns are good for the dude ranch busi- 
ness. 


Now this doesn't require a great big speech in rebuttal. 


It's obvious to all of us that we can't tell the story of Ameri- 
can life and American individuals humanly and realistically 
if we are to be barred from depicting the traits and attitudes 
which characterize our many and diverse groups. 


Not only is it destructive of the storyteller's art; it's 


really pretty silly. Chambermaids aren't likely to suffer an 
indelible blemish because a chambermaid in a play makes 
a bed sloppily. 


Of course, there's no room in America for bigotry or for 


mean, calculated assault upon any group that has a right- 
ful place in our society. 
But to get protection from the 


bludgeoning of evil men, you need not seek immunity from 
every pinprick. 


What Would They Really Gam 


The Russian proposal to grant amnesty to considerable 


numbers of citizens now. imprisoned is another of those Krem- 
lin gestures eminently designed to put the Malenkov team on 
a firmer footing. 


But it's worth noting that the promise and the reality 


arc often wide apart in Russia, and they may never get to- 
gether. 


Furthermore, amnesties of this sort have been decreed 


before m Soviet history. Sometimes they actually come to 
pass.

EX-IM OFFICIALS UPPKI) THE ESTIMATE 


Last December a delegation from Banco do Brazil, 


which is 52 per cent government owned, came to Wash- 
ington to discuss its country's strained finances. At that 
time ij, looked as though a mere $100 million would tide 
the Brazilians over. 


In the first two weeks of January two U. S. Ex-Im 


Bank officials went to Rio to check up. There they dis- 
covere'd that what the Brazilians needed to set their fi- 
nancial house in order was more in the nature of $100 
million. 


At the start of the Koiean war, Brazilians had or- 


dered a lot more U. S. products than were actually 
needed, fearing shortages. On top of that, the Argentine 
\vheat crop had failed and Brazil had to buy $120 million 
worth of American wheat. 


Brazil's normal shipments of coffee and other exports 


to the U. S. give her an annual, dollar-earning capacity 
of around $800 million a year. But Brazil has an expand- 
ing economy, an appetite for over a billion dollars' worth 
of American goods a year. Last year, however. Brazil- 
ians may have ordered as much as a billion-and-a-quar- 
ter dollars' worth of American goods. 


Not having earned that many dollars, Brazil couldn't 


pay for these imports. 
A loan therefore became neces- 


sary. 


Somehow, it is figured that the Brazilians will be able 


to earn enough more dollars to get their accounts cur- 
rent by July l. They will then be able to order more 
goods, and under new, free-exchange regulations, it is 
hoped that everything: will be dandy.

BANK BAILS OUT I5KAI/L AND EXPOKTEKS 
When it conies to finding out which American firms 


will wind up with the American dollars which the Ex- 
Im bank is lending the Brazilians, there is only the 
sketchiest information.

of first-preference, or high-priority items like farm ma- 
chinery, fertilizers, drugs and chemicals.

ing this century, many more people 
are living longer, with the result 
that more and more elderly people 
are faced with the problem of get- 
ting along with their grown chil- 
dren and the other way around.

when one parent is left alone by 
death of the other, how to view re- 
marriage of a parent, and attitudes 
to take and things to do when ill- 
ness comes to one of the older gen- 
eration. 


This book should prove of In- 


estimable value to those who carry 
the responsibility for aging parents. 
It may assist physicians not only 
in the care of elderly persons, but 
also in avoiding some of these so- 
called psychosomatic disorders re- 
ferred to at the beginning of this 
column.

On the Mediterranean 
Going to Sicily.

We came on board last evening 


ifter a day and a half in Venice 
vhich of course was much too 
hort. The first day we had a tour 
f some of the points of interest. 
The Dazis' palace is one of the 


most beautiful 
buildings in the 


vorld and I am sure you all got 
i thrill of joy at seeing it. Also, 
lie famous paintings it contains, 
Titian and Tmtonretto being so 
onerously represented. 
It was interesting to watch the 
lass makers in their big factories, 
'he art is passed on from father 
to son and One sees young boys 
handling the red hot irons and 
growing into manhood in the same 
profession. 


Yesterday was a holiday, St. 


Joseph's day. The chamber of 
commerce promoted the shops to 
be open in the morning for the 
mutual benefit of the cruise mem- 
bers and the merchants. Here one 
can buy beautiful lace, glass and 
jewels. It is no small thing for the 
merchants that a cruise ship comes 
in, as they carry from 600 to 1,500 
people, many.of whom are poten- 
tial buyers. 


We had a ride in a gondola, 


drifting along so silently under 
bridges and past famous homes. 
Browning, Wagner, Marco Polo 
and 
Byron had been 
residents 


here. We couldn't get into the 
Golden House because of the holi- 
day. 


I wish you could have seen the 


people in the streets. There were 
thousands packed so close that we 
merely strolled as we went back to 
our ship. 


There are other galleries' with 


famous paintings but I couldn't 
manage to see them. But I do so 
enjoy the beautiful plaza, the sun- 
shine and the pigeons. We had 
lunch in the open in the sun and at 
5 o'clock came back to sail at six. 


I want to tell you about our stop 


at Dtibrovnik. This is a city in 
Yugoslavia on the Dalmation coast, 
the beautiful Adriatic Sea. It used 
to be called Ragusa. It is an an- 
cient walled city, 1,000 years old. 
The main thoroughfare, the "Plae- 
ta," is n splendid wide stone- 
flagged street. The buildirfgs on 
either side are of stone and all one 
height, making a splendid uni- 
formed appearance. The city lies 
on the hillsides and many arid de- 
vious are the stone steps leading 
to the homes which are actually 
on. these hillsides. 


In fact it seems to me that all of 


this part of Europe is incased in 
stone. However, our guide told us 
in Venice that everything is brick 
plastered over. The whole of Du- 
brovnik is* a picture card town, the 
red tiled roofs and the lovely blue 
sea completing the picture. 


The entire town turned out to 


meet us, with an address of wel- 
come by the mayor. There was 
native dancing in the hotel. The 
Oslofjord crew has members who 


in 
do folk dancing. They danced 
the street for the people. 


Later our two professional exhi- 


bition dancers, a man and his wife 
who were formerly at the Waldorf 
hotel, gave a beautiful perform- 
ance in the hotel. How the local 
people enjoyed it and it was cer- 
tainly worthy. 


One question we were asked to 


omit was "How do you like Tito?" 
We have very interesting talks on 
board each day by staff members. 
Col. Kirk is the course director and 
he tells us of the approaching port 
and what to expect. In approach- 
ing Yugoslavia communism was a 
mutual subject. 


The people in Dubrovnik are 


very proud and won't accept any 
gifts. Last year some one gave a 
girl a quarter. She was arrested 
for keeping it. This was refreshing 
for we are constantly annoyed by 
beggars. Little children who are 
no more than three or four stand 
by the road and hold out little 
hands. 


Our guides in Dubrovnik were 


teachers and other local residents 
who offered their services. My 
guide was a teacher of French and 
also is employed in compiling and 
cataloging ancient archives of the 
country. 


Besides our lecture by Col. Kirk 


we have a Mr. Garth who is 
delightful lecturer on history and 
we hear him often.

the nation's "cash budget." This is 
a bookkeeping record of all money 
the government collects and all it 
spends in a fiscal year. Collections 
for such trust funds as social se- 
curity are counted as income since 
social security taxes reduce the 
public's spending power. In the 
regular budget unspent social se- 
curity taxes are listed sepaiately 
as trust funds. Tins has the effect 
of increasing the deficit by as 
many billions as are paid into the 
trust accounts. 


Truman's budget for fiscal lf»5i 


predicted a deficit of $9.900,000.000. 
On a cash basis, however. Truman 
predicted a deficit of $6,600.000,000. 


The CED recommended that the 


government give "official recogni- 


lion to the fact that it is the cash 
budget that should be balanced," 
because it "gives a better indica- 
tion of the inflationary or defla- 
tionary effect of federal finances."

NEW YORK OPi-Science comes 


increasingly to the aid of the man 
looking for oil—whether under dry- 
land or the ocean bed. It uses 
every device fiom the an plane to 
atomic gadgets to locate oil. 


But oilmen say that in spite of 


all the aid science is giving them 
of late, theie's still only one way to 
find oil-dull ;• hole and see 
if 


theie's oil at the bottom of it. 


And the chances still aie thai 


there won't be. Many more diy 
holes aie drilled than pi educing 
wells, the Amencan Peti oleum lit- 
Mitute reports. 


Spend '' Billion 


Oil prospecting tools and meth- 


ods aie constantly being impiovcd, 
however. And this year the oil in- 
dustry may spend atound 2'_- bil- 
lion dollais in drilling and pio- 
dutmg. It spent just o\ei two bil- 
lion dollais last yeat, and found 
mote new oil than the iccoid 
amount of petroleum it pumped, 
so that the nation's oil iet>eives 
aie highci than evet 


Many sciences unite in helping 


the oil pio.spectoi decide whethei 
it's worth while dulling a hole al 
a ceitain place The Oil and Gas 
Jouinal lists some of them as geol- 
ogy, geophysics, paleontology min- 
eialotry. chemistiy, botany mathe- 
matics, seismology and nuclear 
physics. Oil piospectois aie likely 
to use some or all of these in 
seeking new oil fields 


Planes I sod 


The an plane is used mueasmg- 


ly. Aerial photogiaphy speeds up 
mapping. An home magnetometeis 
ate used in piospecting over water 
coveted areas. This instrument 
located btoact changes in under- 
gtound fotmations. 


Airbotne scmtillometets pick up 


radioactive radiations beneath the 
earth's surface. Low radiation is 
usually found over oil fields and 
high radiation around them. 


The device works something like 


the atomic "eye" and "search- 
light" sometimes used in wells, 
either completed ones or as they 
•re being drilled. 


The eye can see thiough the 


•teel casing and tecoid the radia- 
tion, and the searchlight can tell 
\vhether the lo^k holding the oil is 
porous enough to let It flow out. 


This device aids the dtillei in tell- 
ing whether he is by-passing a like- 
1\ oil foimation.

devices. Giavity meters 


meastne the vanation in gravity

Seismogiaphs-like those used to

This 
shows the depths of various lock 
formations and how the layers are 
rising, falling or twisting far be- 
low. 


Fiom all these devices and aided 


by many different sciences, the 
piospcctor decides he has a likely 
place to drill. But the institute 
says the odds aie still eight to one 
against getting a pioducing well 
whetc oil has never been found 
before.

No 'Magic' Foods Will 
C 


Produce Super Athletes 


CHICAGO—There are no magic 


foods which will produce super 
power or agility m athletes. 


Feeding an athlete is basically 


no different from feeding an aver- 
age citizen, it was stated in an 
article in the current (March 7) 
Journal of the American Medical 
Association. The article was pre- 
pared in cooperation 
with 
the 


A.M.A.'s Council on Food and Nu- 
trition. 


"In order to obtain the energy 


and dexterity necessary for a win- 
ning team week after week, an 
adequate diet is essential not only 
on days of a game, but every day." 
it said. 


"The same meat, milk, eggs, 


vegetables, 
fruits, 
erriched and 


whole gram breads and cereals 
that arc fundamental to the health 
of every person are needed by the 
athlete. 


"Good nutrition is not the sole 


solution to producing a winning 
team, but attractive, nourishing 
food in the right amount is an im- 
portant step in that direction." 


The energy needs of an athlete 


are considerably more than those 
of a moderately sedentary person, 
the article pointed out. Therefore 
the athlete -must consume enough 
food so that his energy intake will 
balance his energy output, and so 
that he will reach or maintain the 
body weight that will provide max- 
imum efficiency for a given sport. 
Actually, the biggest problem at 
most training tables is to prevent 
undesirable weight gain, it added. 


"Whether an athlete must gain, 


lose or maintain weight, there are 
certain foods that he should include 
in his daily diet." the article said. 
"These arc: a large serving of a 
protein food (meat, cheese, fish, or 
eggs); two or more glasses of 
milk: a variety of vegetables, es- 
pecially green and yellow; fruits, 
citrus daily; and generous amounts 
of enriched and whole gram breads 
and cereals. 


"At the training table, as else- 


where, food should be carefully pre- 
pared and served if it is to be con- 
sumed and enjoyed." 


According to the article, many 


present-day training table diets are 
regulated 
principally 
by "old 


wives' talcs." As long as tlie pro- 
per, protective foods are not. neg- 
lected and weight is maintained at 
the desired level, cakes, pies, gra- 
vies and the like arc not harmful 
to the athlete. 


Phychological aspects of eiiting 


are of equal importance in the ath- 
lete's diet, it was pointed out. 
Many contestants eat an adequate 
diet, but some get upset over a 
game or resent the restrictions 
placed on their eating and social 
habits by a coach. 
It is the 


coach's responsibility to convince 
the players that the restrictions 
are made for the best interest of 
the team-and the athlete himself. 


"Eating is partly habit and must 


be treated as such," it added. 
"There is much to be gained in 
understanding a player's nutritional 
problems, for it is not easy to 
break lifelong habits. 


"In order to fulfill its function, 


a training table should encourage 
its members to eat and like a var- 
iety of foods—meat, milk, eggs, 
cheese, fish, fruits, vegetables, and 
cereals and breads—every day and 
to maintain weight at the desired 
level. These are the principles of 
good nutrition for athletes as well 
as nonathletes." 


Another important problem in the 


feeding of an athlete is the time 
at which meals should be eaten, 
according to the article. Practical 
eating schedules can be arranged 
for 
any 
sports. 
Reasonable 


amounts of food and fluids may be 
taken five or six hours before game 
time, and food should not be eaten 
for one to two hours following the 
contest. 


There is no evidence, the article 


pointed out, that drinking a judi 
cious amount of fluids during stren- 
uous exercise is harmful. 
There 


also is no need for quick energy as 
studies have shown that except 
after prolonged exercise for five 
hours or so, the normal body can 
furnish the required energy from 
its reserves.

WASHINGTON UB — The world 


held its breath, hoping for Com- 
munist consistency, as the Reds 
abandoned their next to last ap- 
parent obstacle to truce in Korea. 


They agreed today to the volun- 


tary exchange of sick and wounded 
prisoners. 


The next and last step would be 


agreement on voluntaiy exchange 
of all prisoners. 
There may. of 


course, be truce obstacles not now 
apparent. 
The Communists could 


drag in a new and unexpected 
roadblock. 


The truce talks broke down last 


October when the Communists in- 
sisted on the principle that all 
prisoners had to be exchanged. 


From October until now. the 


Reds refused to budge, preferring 
to let the war go on. They have 
budged in the case of the sick 
and wounded. The issue will come 
up again, for other prisoners, in 
nny renewed truce talks. 


Having once dropped the prlnci- 


pl^pn the case of the sick and 
wounded, the Communists could 
not consistently stick to it in the 
case of all other prisoners. 


But the West has learned not to 


bet on Communist consistency and 
seldom to expect it. 


This time, though, with the Rus- 


sians and Chinese working the 
same side of the street, both talk- 
ing peace for some reason of their 
own, 
there was hope for it.

Income Right 


Many of our older citizens arc 


not reporting their self employment 
income properly according to G. 
W. Spencer, manager of the Dis- 
trict Social Security Office. 
The 


1950 Amendments require all per- 
sons with a net income of $400 or 
more from a trade or business to 
file a Schedule C with their income 
tax return and pay a tax of 2'4 
per cent for Social Security pur- 
poses. For years many people past 
65 have not filed income tax re- 
turns because their exemptions ex- 
ceed their income. 


Altho an income tax return is not 


required unless the income is $600 
or more the self employed must 
file an income tax return if then- 
net income from trade or business 
exceeds $400. 
Even tho there is 


no income tax liability the return 
is necessary to leport and pay the 
Social Security tax. 
This is the 


only means provided for the self- 
employed to establish their right 
to Social Security benefits. 


Three common errors are made 


by those who have filed such re- 
turns. Some emit their Social Se- 
curity account number. Others use 
t h e i r employer's 
identification 


number instead of their Social Se- 
curity number. Many fail to show 
all their business deductions. The 
first two errors make it impossible 
for the Social Security administra- 
tion to give the self employed credit 
for their income without further 
'orrespondence to establish their 
Social Security account numbers. 
Failure to deduct all business ex- 
penses cause a field investigation 
and the necessity for an amended 
tax return. 
Both processes are 


costly to the administration and 
the person involved. 


The Social Secuiity tax on self 


employment does not apply to in- 
comes from certain professions or 
as owner or operator of a farm. 
Income from rental property when 
no personal services are rendered 
is not considered a trade or busi- 
ness.

CHICAGO (.*)—A big fat pill cost- 


ing about $4 probably would save 
you from 
radiation 
sickness or 


death from an A-bomb, scientists 
said today. 


You'd have to take it, though, 


just before the bomb went off. 


The lung-size pill looks like the 


best practical bet so far to guard 
against radiation, the new elemeni 
in A-bombs as compared with ordi- 
nary bombs. 


The prospect was described to- 


day by scientists speaking in a 
news conference or piesenlmg re- 
ports to the Federation of Ameri- 
can 
Societies 
for 
experimental 


biology. 


The pill would weigh almost two 


ounces, for a 150-pound person. It 
would be smaller 
for someone 


smaller, still bigger for a fatty. 


It would be made of cysteine, 


one of the ammo acids or building 
blocks o£ proteins such as muscle, 
fat, neivcs and other tissues. 


Dr. Harvey M. Patt. one of the 


Atomic Energy commission's Ar- 
fronnc National laboratory here, 
said, "I would take it (cyslcme) 
if an attack were imminent. But I 
wouldn't want to take a daily close 
over a long period," for then the 
cysteine might damage body or- 
gans. 


But, 
Dr. Patt added, if he knew
